WHEREAS, Douglas Kettering was a lifetime member of the

First United Methodist Church in Rushville, a member of the

Rushville Flying Club for over 40 years, a member of the

Rushville Lions Club, and a past member of the Rushville Rotary

Club; he served one term as the Bainbridge Township Supervisor,

as Chairman and Vice-Chairman of Orr Research Farm in Perry, as

President of the Schuyler County Pork Producers, and as

Chairman of the Schuyler County Soil and Water District during
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the building of the Schuy-Rush Lake and Water Shed; he was also

the Chairman of the Board of the Deb & Di's Coffee Club and

Reporter of the Hardee's Coffee Club; he was named the 2015

Corn Fest Farmer of the Year; and
